Suinmary of the Project for 
A Regional Resource Center for ABE/GED 
Computer Software 



In September of 1985>_this project began with the Project Director 
contacting various publishers of software seekinggratis copies of their 
materials to be housed in the Resource Center. If it was impossible to obtain 
complimentary copies, the letters also requested a 3G day preview period at which 
time both the instructors and the Project Director could evaluate the usefulness 
of the material. Specific concerns to evaluating the software would include 
appealing to the students interests, ease of_use, the ability of the student to 
cdhtrbl the pace of the lesson and_the_ appropriateness of the supplemental 
material that comes with the software packet . ^ Pre/post tests, reproducible 
worksheets would be an example of this material. These programs would be field- 
tested at a local ABE/GED site. 



"fSe hardware to be used in this project is the Apple lie computer 
which is_already in place at the ABE/GED site. Therefore, all the software 
evaluated in this booklet are for the Apple lie. 



__ _ A variety of software was donated and pmr chased. The main content 

areas include math, language arts, science, social studies and career development, 
^os? instructional materials include a pre-test^ post-test, classroom management 
system, drill, instructibh ahd_ systems for extra help. Instfuctibnal methodologies 
include fill in the blanks, multiple choice, true of false, and typing in the 
correct answer. Spine programs, include speed adjustments and provisions for 
printing out worksheets to cpmplimeht che computer lesson* in some instances, 
a printer was heeded to do the worksheets. Some of the software was instructional 
and others were a game-^type format," Still others were a quiz-type review of a 
certain subject area. 



Evaluation forms were developed for both the ABE student and the 
instructors. Students evaluated their experience in regard to ease of use and 
content. The ABE student is extremely goal^oriented. His/her goal is to pass 
the GED test. If _ the software was not pertinent to his/her goal, the student 
was less niotivated to use the particular piece of software. The instructors in 
the Adult Education Program evaluated the quality of the software.

z z:i J^h^ only drawback found when the ABE students use the computer is that 
some_programs are very difficult to use. Sometimes two or three disks must be 
inserted in the disk drive before the actual program begins. In these instances, 
the instructors feel they loose valuable time explaining how to use a particular 
program. Other programs require a lot of reading from a manual before a iessou 
could begin. The ABE students in the program had difficulty in operating these 
programs. They preferred to have all the directions appear on the screen. 



Few software producers_have developed products specifically addressed 
to the needs of the students. Instead educators generally find themselves 

relying on software. originally produced for elementary cr secondary students 
which is relevant to _the„ grade level and subject area being studied by the 
ABE/GED_ client* Depending on the program, this may adequately serve the adult 
learner's needs^ However, there are times when the program's graphic, 
illustrations are geared to the younger student^ Specific problems which may 
arise a3 so include inappropriate reinforcement for adults and examples which are 
used to_ explain concepts often address the interest level of a traditional 
school-age population. 



It would be advisable to have at least one day of in-service for the 
instructional staff. It is hot necessary for the instructors to learn 
programming to implement computer assisted instruction. However, some programs 
do have classroom management systems that come with the program which would 
require extra work to learn how to operate.
